1900, for the sale by thu defendant to tho plain- 
tiff of three houses, Nos, 45, 47, and 49, Ship 
Btroot. , 
Mr. H. EB. Pollock, ‘instructed . by 
Messrs. Wilkingon and: appeared for the 
laintif? and Mr, J. J. Francis, Q.C.,. and Mr. 
te W. Slade (instructed by Mr. Bowley) for 
the defendant. | : 
Mr, Pollock said he would just state ehortly 
the nature of tho claim and defence and what 
was alleged in the replication, His Lordship 
wonld see from the petition, in parugraph three. 
that. the. plaintiff said that an agreement 
waa entered into, dated 12th January, 1900, 
whereby it ‘waa agreed between’ the plaintiff 
and the dofendant that the dofendant should 
soll to the plaintif€ ond that the plaintiff 
shonld ‘purchase from the defendant for the 
residue of a term of the crown lease 
subsisting therein certain -messunges and land,

As time wore on the authorities found they’

Unfortunately for the schoolmen their 
promotion depended on the reports of ‘the 
masters to tho Navy Boaid.

ments they possessed, they were found to be less 
fitted for the higher offices of the yard than 
the men who hud gone through the ordinar 
apprenticeship.

the country, they loudly protested that if the 
Bymonilites were good they were only relutively 
8o; and as thoy had nover been allowed to build 
a man-of-war on scientific principles, there were 
no correct standards wherewitli to compare them.

In 1843 the, Surveyor 
built the first Royal yacht, Victoria and\Albert.

During the Crimea war the iron question 
again cropped wp. A few- floating batteries 
were built and plated with four-inch plates on a 
system eubmitted by Mr. Thomas Lloyd. These 
voxsela were, however, not destined to be of any 
service, and it was not thought in naval circles 
that they would have any effect on the wooden 
walls of old England, It was not until after 
the war, when it was. found that our late allies 


. were dubbling in‘ironplated ships, that the War- 


rior vas lsid down. It was stuted recently: that 
Mr, Oliver Lang was the builder of the War- 
sior; abn matter of fact. this ship was built by 
private contract under conditions which ma 
st be stated in Mr. Scott Russell’a own words 
in“his modern aystem of shiphuilding,. 1865. 
“The design of the Warrior was'u joint one bo- 
tweon Mr. Isaac Watts and myself. It was 
carried through under great diffteulties, there 
being very few goilors, particulurly among those 
of high rank, who would 2dmit that an ironclad 
of that. size cont? be made seaworthy, lef alone 
attain a specd far in excess of any man-of-war 
then afloat,” are 
TURRET. SHIPS. 

Tt was about tho year 1860 that o during, 
energetic, but ill-fated naval officer was he- 
coming known to the public. Ever since the 
Crimea war Capt. Cowper Coles had been 
urging the Government to adopt o system of 
shot-proof rafts, which eventually developed 
into the turret-ship. During the war Capt. 
Coles -had actually fitted up araft with an im- 
provised turret. Although his plans were 
well reported on, the gallant captain did not 
make nach headway with the Government, who, 
having “got the Warrior afloat, were doubtless 
inclined. to rest‘on their laurcla, In the mean- 
time Mr. John Ericisson hud launched his 
celebrated turret-vhip Mouitor, and on March 
Gth, 1862, about 120 days after being laid down, 
she began her eventful voyage from New York 
to Humpton Roads, arrivinyy in time, to arrest 
the: contederate ship, Merrimac, in hor easy 
task of smashing. the woolen ships of the 
Federal Government. The duel which took 
place between the two ironelads, and tho tinal 
triumph of the turret-ship had o.marked effect 
on Capt. Cole's plang, and the British public at 
once began to clamour for turret-ships. With 
foveridh haste the Royce! Sovereign, a wooden 
liner, stillon the stocks, was cut down and fitted. 
with turrets. A number of other liners were 
also cut down and huny round witl iron’ plates.’ 

;80ME MODERN IMPROVEMENTS, 

It was at this poriod that Mr, B. J, Rood was 
appointed Chief Constructor of the Navy. As 
wo have seen, Mr, Read was trained at the second, 
School: of Naval Architecture: His last public 
appointment hed been as 2 subordinate in Sheer- 
ness yard, bnt it was not by this means that the 
originator of tho modern system of . ironclad 
,epustruction ueunt to carve his way to fortune. 
Turning his back on the Sheppey yard, he pro- 
eesdeil to. the metropolis, where he scon muda 
his mark as a writer on naval xeionce, and oven-. 
tually became editor of the Mechanics’ Maga- 
zine. As one of the principal founders ant first 
secretary of tho institute of Naval Architects, 
established in 1860, Mr. Reed did good work in 
directing the shipbuilding policy of the Govern- 
ment at a time when, they were beset by numer-

tery. ships,.of which we have still some fine 
examplés in the service. In’ 1866 Captain 
Coles. however, prevailed on the. Admiralty to 
build o sea-going.masted turret-ship. “Whilst 
the designe wore still in progress, the constrne- 
tor took exception to the plans, the main issue 
being with respect to the freeboard, which the 
latter insisted ‘should below.

In the summer of 
1870, the Manarch and Captain were sent to 
cruise in the thannel, A sony of praise was 
at once set up by the Press at the behaviour of 
the Cuptain, her oxtramo steadiness as a yun 
platforin heing apecially commended. Whut 
the papers and many naval men did not know 
wis thit her steadiness was directly-owing to 
the smullness of her stability and the. want of 
bacyancy, due to the low freshoard. 
{ Itwas at this period that tho constructor, 
seein bis plans get at naught, shook the dust 
| of Whitehall from his fest and retired. It was 
confidently ussarted in naval circles that! the

Anongst-others who parished in this. ill-fated 
ship was a son of Mr, Childers, then First Lord 
of the Admiralty.

Mr. (ufterwards Sir Nuthaniel) Barnaby, 
eventually succoeied Mr. Reed as chief’ con- 
btructor. Sir N. Barnaby’s abilities aso con- 
strvctor are well known, though it never scomed 
to the writer that ke got much of « chance. For 
some years after the disaster to the Captain, 
general sense of Lassitude came over the shipping 
departments, Committees on design were tound,, 
a good’ deal “of. talking had to he dons, and a 
laizo number of opizions were brought ‘to beur 
on the subject: There ix no doubt that to the 
end of his career Sir N. Barnaby’s usefulness 
was impaired by the reluctanca of the Admiralty 
to part with their beloved masts ond yards. 

‘ihe splendid work done by Sir William White 
under recent enlightened udministrations is too 
well known tv need recapitulating. 

In conclusion, » few words may be said 
about -recent chunges in the system of 
training Government naval: architects, Tn 
1873, when -the Admiralty acquixed .Green- 
wich Hospital and turned it into a college 
for the higher training of naval officers, the 
Admiralty. branch of the Konsington School 
was transferred to Greenwich. Since about 1806 
students in construction have been drawn’ from 
the Royal Navel Engineer students at Keyham 
College for the service afloat. For the first two 
yours the students are trained us engineers under 
the eye, during working honts, of the.t hief 
‘Engineer of the Dockyard. ‘At the end of that 
period a competitive examination is. held, utter 
which, should the successful mau.elect to go. in 
for construction, he is transferred to the care of 
the chief constructor, under whose supervision 
he: goes throngh o three years’ course of pruc- 
tical shipbuilding. ‘The practical training over, 
the student is then sent for a higher course of 
instruction to Greenwich, with ‘short’ visits 
to the Dockyards between. The College ses- 
sions, extends over » period of thres years, 
If successf) in his oxaminstions the stud- 
ent is then entered on the roll of the Corps 
of Naval Constructors os un assistant constrao- 
tor, and is went to one of the Deckyards ns a 
supernumerary. A special feature of tho above 
training is, that during the. term at Greenwich 
the embryo constructor is brouglit in close con-. 
fact with naval officers’ of the executive and en- 
gineering bauches, studying wt the College. 
The interchange of ideas between the future 
constructors of her Majesty's ships and the men 
who handle them, cannot fail to eventually udd 
to the efficiency of the naval service,
